terſuch Election p2eſented to the Zozd Lieute- 
nant, 02 other chief Gobernour o2 Gober- 
nours, and the Pziby Conncel of this King- 
dom to be ayp2oved of by them, and the ſaid 
perfons (o Elected fo2 any the ſaid Dffices, ſhall 
be fozever hereafter incapable of ſerving in the
